Calgary, Oct. 10.—The coal strike 
was settled this afternoon. 

The announcement followed a joint 
session of the miners’ officials and 
operators at 1 o’clock. The basis of 
settlement was: 

Cut of $1.17 daily on contract 
miners’ wages (the war bonus). 

Cut of 12% per cent. on' wages of 
day men. 

Three-year agreement. 

The miners will immediately take 
a referendum, and if the basis of the 
agreement is accepted, the mines will 
be working next week after 6% 
months of idlenss. 


Basis of Settlement

The agreement, as mentioned was 
reached after two hours’ parley. 

A further meeting is being held at 
one o'clock when it is stated the 
agreement will be ratified.

It is thought among those of both 
sides that there will not be any doubt 
but that the miners will agree to the 
terms of settlement.

Other flavors—such as maple 
and vanilla—may be used in place 
of chocolate with good results and 
make a_ welcome change in many 
household from the  unbiquitous 
fudge.

poses or for toasting around the 
camp fire or on the beach are sure 
to be needed in large quantities, and 
may be bought in five-pound pach- 
ages at wholesale prices from many 
of the large mail-order stores and 
packing companies. Some excellent 
makes may be purchased for $1.25 a 
five-pound package, and are beauti- 
fully put up in paraffine paper boxes 
of 2% pounds each.
